COMMISSION FORM 


Enid, Okla., March 
9.—That 
the 
commission form of municipal gov­ 
ernment is superior in every view­ 
point to the old councilman^ form of 
government and gives impetus to the 
advancement of growing towns in ev­ 
ery state, is the general opinion in 
( Enid. Sixteen months of operation 
of the new government here has 
failed to disclose a single thing detri­ 
mental to the interest of the city and. 
the tax payers, or anything that has 
called for adverse criticism. 
The prompt, economical manner in 
which the affairs of the city can be 
transacted under ii ,SytjtV9visions, and 
the elimination of f titties are the 
features that have made it popular 
here. 
’ 
(When the charter was adopted the 
present mayor and commissioners in­ 
herited a debt of more than $10(1,000 
from their predecessors. The debt is 
being gradually reduced and the city 
Ss now for the first time in ten years 
on a cash basis. This is largely due 
to the saving in the cost of running 
the affairs of the city as compared 
* with the old form of government. 
All current expenses of the city 
are paid the first of each month and 
this enable the city to have its work 
done more cheaply than if the bills 
had to be held up for any length of' 


time. 
Prior to the adoption of the 
new chanter bills were held up for 
several months at a time. 
As a result of the saving the city 
taxes have been reduced three-quar­ 
ters of a mill and the* charter is not 
yet a year and a half old. 
The form is 
especially 
popular 
with the working class of people and 
small property owners since it con­ 
tains so many provisions favorable 
to them. 
By eliminating anything from the 
charter that tends to keep down com­ 
petition in public service corporations 
the general opinion in Enid is that 
the present government cannot be 
improved on. A new’ mayor and set

7fS$7 Bales of Cotton Ginned. 
Frederick, Ok., 
March 
9.—When 
the Simmons gin closed down for the 
season, 7,337 bales of cotton had been 
ginned by the four gins here. The 
Foster-Harris gin closed early. The 
Williams & Miller gin and the J. D. 
Nicholson gin are still running, as 
there are still a few bales of cotton 
and some bolls remaining in the 
country. 
Cotton in this vicinity has averag­ 
ed about a third of a bale to the 
acre, while the bolls that have been 
picked 
later have averaged about 
300 pounds to the acre. In some 
fields as high as 600 or 700 pounds 
of bolls have been picked to the acre. 


Byrd's Mill bond election illegal; 
another election called for March 24. 
That is the situation as it stands to­ 
day. 
This morning the council met at 
9:30 and until after 12 o’clock wrest­ 
led with the problems presented. C. 
A. Loomis, attorney for Sutherlin & 
Co., the second purchasers of the 
bonds, was present and presented a 
statement from Harry Weber, the 
noted bond attorney of Chicago, to 
whom the bonds had been referred, 
to the effect that several vital errors 
were made in the proceedings relat­ 
ing to the bond issue, and that these 
errors invalidated the election. He 
offered, however, that if the council 
would order another election and 
follow the procedure as prescribed 
by Weber that his company would 
take the bonds immediately without 
waiting for the approval of any bond 
attorney, and offered to be present 
on the day of the election and go 
at once to Guthrie with a represen­ 
tative of the city and secure the ap­ 
proval of the attorney general at 
once, and immediately thereafter to 
pay over the money. To avoid any 
delay he also agreed to have the 
bond# printed and ready to sign as 
soon av the election returns came In. 
The discussion that followed took 
a 
wide 
range. Alderman 
Grigsby 
wanted to wait until the case pend­ 
ing in the district court should be 
disposed of. Hope and others con­ 
tended that the situation was too 
urgent to admit of delay and favored 
accepting the offer then and there. 
After two hours of discussion the lat­ 
ter view prevailed and the ordinance 
passed at once. It was found that the 
date of the primary was one day too 
early to embrace the bond election 
also, so Friday, March 24th, was set 
as the time for holding the bond 
election. 
The four principal defects point­ 
ed out by Mr. Weber were as fol­ 
lows: The ordinance submitting the 
question to the taxpaying voters of 
the city w’as not in compliance with 
the constitution. The election notice 
w’as invalid because it did not desig­ 
nate the hours 
during 
which 
the 
polls were to be open. The proposi­ 
tion as embraced in the proclama­ 
tion wras too indefinite. Nothing show­ 
ed that the laws governing municipal 
elections had been complied with. 
City Attorney Webb contended that 
the supreme court in the Ardmore 
case had ruled that failure to speci­ 
fy the hours did not invalidate the 
election unless it could be shown 
that some voter had been deprived 
of an opportunity to vote, and that 
Weber himself had in a former bond 
issue by the city of Ada approved the 
proceedings in which the call to the 
taxpayers was identical with the one 
in the Byrd’s Mill case. He admitted 
that the contention regarding the in­ 
definiteness of the purpose of the is­ 
sue was rather vague, and stated that 
it was put that way in the endeav­ 
or to get around the old law which 
forbade a city of the first class from 
going over five miles from the city 
limits for a water supply, but that 
under the new law distance would 
cut no figure. 
Mr. Webb also contended that the 
council could not enter into an ar­ 
rangement at this time that would 
tend to cut out competition in the 
bids.

The Chickasha senator, afttr recit­ 
ing a history of the bill, had read a 
number of telegrams from Southern 
educators approving the dormitory 
system and stated that the governor 
had failed to produce a reason for 
his veto.
